The city council is not inclined to 
waste any time ami therefore mot last 
night to transact a large am ount of 
routine business rather than wait for 
the regular meeting night of the week, 
Monday. 
President C rust was in the 
chair and the following aldermen were 
present: 
lialladay, 
Gardner, 
Purdy, 
Murphy, Johnson, 
Rowley, 
McGinn, 
Larson and Robertson. 
The usual grmt of bills were read and 
allowed, and the payrolls of the city 
were also favorably passed upon and the 
financial report of the city clerk ap 
proved. 
In the reading of the bills there was 
one from tho Northwest Paper company 
for 8750 which represents the cost of 
rental for water power at the dam from 
Jan u ary I, 1904 to July 1,1904. 
Under the head of report of commit­ 
tees the street committee by Alderman 
Robertson brought up several impor­ 
tant matters. 
The stand pipe which has been locat­ 
ed on the corner of Seventh and Laurel 
has been moved further south and is 
now near the old mill track. 
The track 
is not planked at this point and City 
Clerk Low was instructed to correspond 
with Supt. Blanchard, of the N. I’, and 
have this work done at once. 
A t the la>t meeting of the city council 
City Engineer Woolman was instructed 
to inspect all the cement walks laid last 
year under tho direction and at the ox- 
>ense of the city and make report to the 
itv council. 
Tho engineer reported 
last night th a t he had made a partial 
aspection and had to say th at he had 
looked over Northeast Brainerd and 
found some places where the walk need 
I repair. 
He stated that Contractor 
Carlson had agreed to do all the repair- 
tig and that it would cost the city noth- 
ng. 
Engineer Woolman had not been 
iblo to see Contractor La Blanc. 
The 
report was on motion accepted. 
City Attorney 
Fleming 
gave 
his 
jpinion last night in a rather im portant 
m atter in which many in the city in the 
vicinity of Sleeper park addition are in­ 
terested. 
It seems th at there are sever­ 
al roads running diagonally through 
what is known as Steeper Park addition 
and those who have bought lots here 
and are now building raised complaint 
th a t these were not legally laid out 
roads or public thoroughfares. 
Thoro 
has been considerable contention as to 
the right of the public to travel these 
highways and finally the city council 
was appealed to. 
The question was re­ 
ferred to City Engineer Woolman and 
City Attorney Fleming at the last meet 
big. 
City Attorney Fleming last night 
gave as his opinion th a t there are no 
streets there. 
Alderman M urphy from the Fourth 
moved th a t the street committee be in 
stru tted to repair the sidewalk at the 
roar of the old 
M ahlum hotel. 
The 
motion was carried. 
The alley running from 
Sixth to 
Seventh streets between 
Front and 
Laurel was the subject of a lengthy dis­ 
cussion last night. 
Alderman Robert­ 
son stated th a t he would like to see this 
alley brought down to grade, but it was 
argued th a t as the contractors are now 
engaged in erecting the buildings abut 
ting on the alley it would not be wise to 
do anything until they are through. 
Alderman Rowley thought it would be 
very unwise to lower tile grade as it 
was thought th a t the water would not 
drain easily then. 
The m atter 
was 
dropped for the time being. 
There was a communication to the 
council from Thos. 
Esmay, of East 
Brainerd, regarding the grade in front 
of his property on Third street, between 
Prescott and Myrtle. 
He thought the 
grade was higher and the gutters deeper 
in front of his house than at any other 
point along the street. 
The m atter was 
referred to the street committee to re 
{•ort at the next meeting. 
The finance committee and tho city 
attorney to whom had been referred the 
m atter of looking up the proposition of 
paying for tho Second ward sewer and 
providing a means reported last night. 
They recommended a plan similar to 
th a t employed in other cities, and one 
which is under tho provisions of the 
general laws of the state in such cases 
made and provided.

The matter of making a contract for 
supplies with the General Electric com­ 
pany and the 
Westinghouse Electric 
company was referred to the electric 
light committee. 
The street commissioner was instruct­ 
ed to cut all the weeds in the city. 
Chief Sargent was requested to go af 
tor those who have not paid their dog 
licenses and make arrests. 
The city a t­ 
torney has given it out th a t he will do 
the rest. 
W. D. McKay asked that a curbing be 
put around his proposed new building 
on the corner of Laurel and Seventh. 
The superintendent of electric lights 
was instructed to give employment to 
Nick Heller at a salary which he deemed 
was full value for his services.

There is something goatlike iii his tem­ 
perament, although not in his disposi­ 
tion. 'Ulie Tyrolean admits tin* likeness 
when he wears a goat tail in tile brim 
of ids bat. Even Uh* yodel break in his 
voice Is like the tremulous bleat of the 
blllygoat. 
And, like the latter, as his 
enemies declare, In* leaps from jag to 
jag. 
There is a legend that the Tyrolean 
drinks more than is good for him. 
A 
Viennese told me that “fruchtw ein”— 
that is. hard cider and kindred unchar 
tered beverages was playing the* mis­ 
chief with F e mountain people. In the 
music halls of Bavaria and Saxony I 
have seen him caricatured with a red 
nose and a gait that wabbled worse 
than his voice. 
But I have seen noth­ 
ing in this land to justify tin* descrip­ 
tion. 
it looks like a libel. 
The Tyrol*-ail himself looks more like 
a Joke than a crime. 
Ile carries an 
owl’s wing iv a bunch of turkey feath­ 
ers in his hat; in place of a belt he 
wears a surcingle; his stockings begin 
above ids ankles and cud before they 
reach ids km*es, and Ids breeches, which 
are too short to cover bis knees, have 
been well and succinctly described as 
breaches of etiquette. 
Ile is from six 
t<) seven feet high, and, added to that, 
be is “knee sprung.” 
It comes, so an 
Austrian oil leer told me, from descend­ 
ing the hills too rapidly. 
I asked him what sort of a soldier 
tim Tyrolean made. “Ilf* makes a pret­ 
ty bad one, for that reason,’’ lie said. 
“ Ile marches to get over Uh* ground 
rather than t<> keep step, and, when the 
regiment lines up on parade, his knees 
protrude.” I suggested that these were 
disqualifications for a good peace sol­ 
dier merely, and asked him w hat sort 
of a soldier Hie Tyrolean made iii time 
of war. 
The ollieer thought a mo­ 
ment. 
“Well, he's the best we have,” 
he concluded. 
“I if* shoots straight and 
In* fights as if iii* loved it.” 
That remark sums up more than a 
little Austrian history. 
For centuries 
tin* Tyrolean lins guarded Uh* western 
gates of the Hnpsburg empire against 
Italians and French and Bavarians and 
Saxons, and he has let nothing get past 
him. 
The insurrection of the Tyrolese 
peasants, with an innkeeper as their 
leafier, against U h * rule of Napoleon Is 
about the brightest spot in all the 
struggle of Europe against Hic Corsi­ 
can. 
The innkeeper and his waiters, 
as history records, met the French vet­ 
erans In I»a1111* on a bridge and threw 
them into tin* river. 
The enemy got 
“their w artiest welcome at an Inn,” as 
the Tyrolean leader is reported to have 
remarked afterward. 
On even terms 
the French troops were never attle to 
stand before the embattled innkeepers 
of Uh* Tyrol. 
Then, as now, their 
charges were something terrible. 
There 
were 
Bavarians 
with 
the 
F t*-*,** ti, anil that wa* on** reason, i t ia_ 
snifl, why the Tyroleans used them so 
roughly. The Bavarians are their kins­ 
men, they have been at odds for gen­ 
erations, and the Tyroleans are grad­ 
ually getting all their mountain passes 
named 
after 
Bavarian 
and 
Saxon 
armies which they have trapped and 
captured there. 
They bundled their 
Merman cousins with the enthusiasm 
with which a man drubs a poor rela­ 
tion. 
The Tyrolean is jolly and light heart­ 
ed, but lie lins a lurking love for a 
scrimmage, and be has never got into 
his thick head that it is logical to be 
ruled by any people without bis con­ 
sent. 
So 
throughout, 
their 
history 
these brave peasants have always been 
streaming from U h* bills like a moun­ 
tain torrent and Hying at the throats 
of th** enemies of Austria. 
A thousand years hence the Tyrolean 
will probably be just about as lie is 
now, a good farmer, an unrivaled shot 
and a pious and jolly citizen. The sing­ 
ing will be us bail and the (lancing as 
good as ever, and, while nobody inter­ 
feres, Uh* mountain country will let the 
World wag on. 
But whenever any of 
his rights are threatened the bow leg 
ged Tyrolean will set up a sterner jig. 
The Tyrolean lass is the veritable 
“merry mountain maid” of the old 
song. 
By rights sin* should be home­ 
ly. 
Honest hearts and homely faces 
are th** valued heritage of all mountain 
peoples. 
But somehow Uh* women of 
the Tyrol miss half of their inherit­ 
ance. 
They often possess a rustle beauty 
which comes with a shock of surprise 
to any one who has seen the bunds of 
so called Tyrolean singers that appear 
in tho music halls of Gotham. 
Tho 
genuine native of these bills seldom 
travels farther than into the next val­ 
ley, and it is much to Im* suspect*^ that 
the men and women who w ear his 
clothes and sing ids songs abroad are 
members of tin* widely traveled race 
of the Tedeschl.

H A N D L IN G M O N E Y . 


T h e

TI m c It Take.** t o C o u n t 
H u n t i n e D o l l a r Hill**. 
A number of newspaper correspond- 
cids in the national capital wen* dis­ 
cussing treasury department affairs 
and the amount of money handled by 
the officials when tin* question arose, 
“ How long does It take for the women 


e x p e r t s In U h * treasury to count a mil­ 
lion new one dollar notes, and how 
long does it take to count a million old 
one dollar notesV” 
This question was 
taken to U h * treasurer, who authorized 
on** of ids subordinates to prepare the 
following memorandum: 
As to th** time it will require to count 
one million dollars, you arc informed 
that in handling new notes an expert 
in this oliice could count in a day of 
eight hours about fifty thousand dol­ 
lars. 
(if course this refers to notes of 
th** denomination of one dollar. 
In 
counting gold certificates of the de­ 
nomination of ten thousand dollars 
each it would require but a short time 
to count one million dollars. 
At this rate twenty days would be 
occupied in counting one million dollars 
represented by notes of the denomina­ 
tion of on** dollar. 
H o w ev er, it is hard­ 
ly possible th a t any on** could keep lip 
to th ese figures for such a period, and 
it would he safe to add five days and 
soy that one million paper dollars could 
Im* counted in twenty-five days. 
(if silver dollars, forty thousand may 
be counted in a day of eight hours, 
which rate, if adhered to, would finish 
Uh* one million dollars in twenty-five 
days, but it would he well to add five 
days here for the same reason and 
make it thirty days for counting a mil­ 
lion silver dollars. 
In counting old notes the conditions 
are much changed. 
There are five dif­ 
feren t kinds of paper currency—gold 
certificates, silver certificates, United 
S ta tes 
notes 
(gr**enbaeks>, 
treasury 
n otes of I SJM) and national hank notes. 
Remittances 
of 
mutilated 
currency 
may contain all these different kinds of 
currency. 
They may not he assorted 
properly by denominations and may bo 
badly mutilated. 
Where cast's of this 
kind occur the count is ted io u s and 
slew, hut a ssuming Him the rnyrnrrrx' 
s * *1 it is in accordance with regulations 
an expert could on an average count 
fifteen thousand dollar notes a day. 
This would require about seventy days 
to count a million one dollar hills In 
old notes of various kinds of paper 
currency.

In Mozambique, the Portuguese ter­ 
ritory on th** cast coast of Africa, one 
docs not hire women servants. 
If one 
wants a manservant, that is another 
matter. 
'Lltore arc always Zanzibari boys, 
with their white skullcaps, their night­ 
gown looking robes, without sleeves; 
barefooted and unrivaled as cooks and 
waiters ideal valets. 
Women servants are quite a different 
story. 
Zanzibari women are not for 
hire, so the white woman or the bach­ 
elor or Un* clerk desirous of obtaining 
a domestic buys a native Gaza girl 
from the camera municipal, or town 
council, of the nearest town. 
The purchase is simple, hut binding, 
as far as the girl is concerned. 
For instance, that young man is at 
Delagoa Bay to push a certain firm’s 
goods. 
He is allowed so much for ex­ 
penses, commission and salary. 
Ile will gravitate to the club, becom­ 
ing a member and sleeping there u n ­ 
til such time as he should have secured 
a tiny cottage on tin* Ponta Yamaha, 
or, as the British call the high ground 
above the harbor, Reuben’s point. 
A table, two or three cane chairs and 
a camp bedstead complete the inside 
furnishings. 
On the step. or veranda, 
will he arranged a small cooking stove 
and washtub, but naturally lie will, lf 
from home, he at a lo ss what to do as 
far as cooking and housework is con­ 
cerned. 
“Oh,” his friends at the d u b will 
say, “liny a girl. 
You’ll get a decent 
one for anything over $r>0.” 
“ But how?” replies tho newcomer. 
“ Isn’t that slavery?” 
“ •When you’re in Rome’—. We don’t 
call it that lien*. 
We'll run you Up one 
of tin* rivers and you can look around 
til** kraals (villages) till you set* one you 
fancy. 
We’ll find out lier name, and 
th** camera municipal will do the rest.” 
Perhaps on tin* following Saturday 
or Sunday some of Uh* older whit** resi­ 
d e n ts will take the newcomer up the 
Koomatl or Maputa river iii a steam 
launch, go asher*' at some kraal or oth­ 
er and have a look around. 
Tin* Gaza girls are by no means bad 
looking, often their black hair is long 
and silky, their noses are not spatulate, 
as iii most other native races, their fig­ 
ures are beautifully rounded and grace­ 
ful. the skin being either chocolate col­ 
or or lighter. 
These differences from 
other tribes can probably be traced to 
a strain of Portuguese blood of sonic 
distant ancestor. 
The newcomer will have these things 
point***! out to him. and from among 
the middens he will probably choose 
one t Ii1 11 may take his fancy. 
His friends will find out her name, 
and after partaking of native spirits 
and mealie cakes with Uh* “induna,” or 
headman, they will return. 
< >ii tin* Monday th** newcomer will 
appear before the camera municipal, 
stilting 
that he 
needs a 
girl for Ins 
house. 
He will be asked if he wishes 
for any particular one. 
“ Yes.” be will 
say, giving her nam e and tile name of 
her kraal. 
A Portuguese official then visits th** 
kraal and purchases the girl from her 
father for so much, and a few days 
later the purchaser is informed that 
if he will cad at the camera municipal 
la* can receive his bargain. 
Ile goes down arid signs ii document 
to tin* effect that la* has paid so much 
for th** girl, and in consideration of 
that payment she Is henceforth his 
own particular property, to do with as 
la* will, in just the same manlier as if 
r ia1 w»■ re a I .a I'Ie or a chair.

Corn on the cob may be eaten from 
the fingers. 
It is with corn as with 
oranges one never feels quite at his 
best eating either except in the privacy 
of his apartments. 
Authorities are constantly warning 
against eating chicken, game and like 
foods from the fingers. 
Chicken is 
eaten from the ti ricers, but it is inele­ 
gant.
